ANOTHER ‘FIRST’ FOR STREETSVILLE 





Plans for a new town which will 
stretch north from Dundas Street 
almost to Steeles Avenue and from 
the Credit River into Oakville on 
on the west, were officially unveiled 
last Friday. 

Officials from Streetsville, Missi- 
ssauga and Oakville with Hon. 
William Davis, Minister of Educa- 
tion and Hon, Darcy McKeough, 
Minister of Municipal Affairs, were 
present to witness a most interest- 
ing and complete presentation for 
a new town which will be made up 
of seven separate but integrated 
communities and will include two 
lakes, a graceful parkway, educa- 
tional facilities and cable TV in 
every home, plus jobs for 68,000 
people. 

Markborough Properties Lrd, will 
develop the Meadowvale area and 
Don Mills Developments Ltd. will 
develop the Erin Mills holdings. 

The project will take 15 to 20 
years to comolete. 

Two questions arise - when will 
the project commence; what will they 
call the new town, 

The first question at the moment 
can not be answered until some form 
of Regional government is adopted. 
The second question you may want 
to answer for yourselves. 

Mayor Jack Graham had these com- 
ments for The Review: ‘‘It’s the 
greatest thing that has happened to 
Streetaville in the last 100 years.”’ 


The Mayor explained thar all

BLUEPRINT OF THINGS TO COME

A combined investment 
of $1.7 billion dollars 
by two developers, 
Markborough Proper- 
ties Limited and Don 
Mills Developments 
Limited, will produce 
in the next 15-20 years, 
a “‘new urban life-style 
that is planned f o r 
people.”’ 

Plans for the develop- 
ments which will be 
called Erin Mills and 
Meadowvale, and which 
will be integrated ata 
later date, border on 
Mississauga Road to the 
East; Ninth Line in 
Oakville to the west; 
Steeles Avenue to the 
north; and the Dundas 
Highway to the south, 
were outlined by plann- 
ers ata special pre- 
sentation at the Seaway 
Towers Motor Hotel, 
lagt Friday, April 25. 
Elected representat- 
ives and senior officials 
from Mississauga, 
Streetsville and Oak- 
ville were present at 
the meeting.

Darcy McKeough, Mini- 
ster of Municipal Af- 
fairs were also in 
attendance, as well as 
representatives from 
both public and separ- 
ate school boards in 
Peel-Halton counties. 
Meadowvale and Erin 
Milla will be built on 
9,000 acres of adjoin-

combined population 
will be some 200,000 
peoole. 

Since most 
proverty in the de- 
velopment lies in the 
Town of Mississauga, 
it was necessary to 
reach agreements with 
Town officials.

Streetsville’s ‘‘Athlete of the Week’’ hasn’t engaged in an athletic 
competition in Streetsvilie for a few years but he still makes his home 
in the area. The Hockey News, International hockey weekly credits 
Gary Ford of Meadowvale of being the top player in the International 
Hockey League finals even though he played for the losers - the Muskegon

Grave mistakes made 
says planner

at Sheridan College last “ 


Wednesday. 

Mr. Dake who came to 
speak to the municipal 
government class in 
vlace of scheduled 
sneaker Mack Hancock, 
said a nlanner's biggest 
problem was obtaining 
community involve - 
ment. Unless nlanners 
discuss every part of 
their nlanning with who- 
eveg will listen, both 
the qualiry of the nlann- 
ing and nublic’s accent- 
ance of the end result, 
will suffer. 

Mr. Dake criticized 
nersons who watt until 
thixgs hannen, then point 
the finger at those do- 
Ing them to sgy they 
are wrong. c 

He has little patience 
with neonle who knock 
planners’ work after the 
fact, when they allowed 
urban snrawl! and met- 
ropolitan blighr . tohanp- 
pen, themselves, Par- 
ticularly when they saw 
it coming and failed to 
do anything, 

He said the mistaken 
idea that growth in 


‘any form was healthy, 


had led to the existence 
of communities where 
jobs and money were 
plentiful, but where 
schools were bad, ser- 
vices poor, and the 
economic situation 
honeless - i.e, there was 
no money for municipal 
work. Controlled growth 
is the key, he said, 

Mr, Dake said thenew 
emnhasis on regional 
thinking could nor but 
helo nlanners, who think 
of the ‘community’ as a 
whole entity, not frag- 
mented into ruralorur- 
ban areas but encom- 
passing real estate, 
sociological factors, 
economic needs and the 
human needs of people. 

He warned that contin- 
ued lack of planning 
could result in soclolog- 
ical upheavals and ex- 
pensive urban renewal 
problems such as face 
the major cities in the 
U.S. 

‘We're letting it hap- 
pen,”’ said the chief of 
planning vrojects. 

Speaking to the same 
group Wednesday night 
was Mrs. Nance Hor- 
wood, warden of Peel 
County, who outlined 
the oarliamentary pro- 
cedures’ in council 
meetings.

Last Sunday, we de- 
cided to visit the new 
Jungle Park Zoo located 
on Highway 10, right 
here in affluent Missi- 
ssauga. 

And while I must be

We nicked a day after 
a heavy rainfall, and the 
grounds were muddy.
